Tue annual report and returns of thy trade between Bengal and Nepal, 
Sikkim, and Bhutan have hitherto been incorporated in the report on the 
internal trade of Bengal; but, under recent orders of the Government of India, 
this practice has been discontinued, and the results of the registration of the 
frontier trade in 1880-81 are treated separately in this report. 

2 The total value of the trade of Bengal with Nepal, Sikkim, and Bhutan, 
registered at the registering stations during the past three years is shown in 
the following statement:—

3. The value of tho registered imports thus exceeded that of the exports 
byRs. 48,36,509 in 1880-81, against Ils. 4 2,70,283 in 1870-80, and Rs. 36,96,300 
in 1878-79. These figures exclude the value of the registered trade with other 
provinces which passed through Bengal. 

4. The local reports of the year contain the following particulars regarding 
Imports levied by the Nepal nutho- tlio imposts to which traders on tilo frontier are 

pith*. liable after they leave, or before they enter, British 

territory. Tho Collector of Cliumparun says 

«* So far as it could bo uscortuinod no taxes aro levied on Ulg export of merchandize 
from Nepal by Nepalese subjects. British subjects engaged in the grain-trade have to pay 
an anna in the rupee, or Of por cent, on tho value of paddy, and 15 per cent, on the value 
of oil-seeds brought away by river. The rates for tho same kinds of produce when brought 
away by land are much the same : 10 annas per cart-load for paddy, and lis. 1-8-0 per cart-load 
for oil-seeds. No special tax is levied on timber exported, but a royalty of 25 per cent, 
on its value is paid for every timber tree when out down whether by a Nejmlese or by a 

British subject. . . _ 

« Statement B in the annexed table gives tho imposts levied on the different classes 
of goods imported into Nepal from British territory. Certain reductions of these taxes are 
made in favour of a class of merchants in Nepal knowi^ as the 44 Bathis Kothi” merchants, 
but who or what those Bathis Kothi merchants are, is not Known to any one in these parts. 

14 No preference seems to be given to ono routo over another on account of the varying 
incidence, of taxes by different routes. The lighter and more valuable classes of goods are 
sent to Nepal by the Segowlie route as a matter of convenience, because the only good road 
to the frontier lies in this direction. Heavv goods are sent up tho river, and country-pro¬ 
duce is brought down from Nepal either ny river or by the Thori routo according as it suits 
tho convenience of exporters. The other routes through which traffic passes from and into 
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Nepal are the Katkenwa and Ad&pore roads, and the places at whiok the imposts are levied

*). The report of the sub-divisional officer of Sectamurhec, inthe Mozuffer- 
pore district, is as follows:— 

u From the enquiries made it appears that no duly is levied direct by the officers of 
the Nopal Government. There aro Tin Radars (farmers) iT>r the hdts and bazars in that 
territory. The following rates ore levied by them, viz. For cloth sold, and grain purchased 
in Nepal territory, duties at the rate of annas 10 aro levied on oaah Rs. 100 worth of things 
dealt in. Besides, there is a road-tax known as “ dhoor urayi,” at the rate of two lohiya pice 
per each pack-bullook or pack-horse, ami four lohiya,piee per each cart-load. This is in the 
nature of a road-tax, Tho duty levied on ghee is at the rate of 1J annas per motund, and 
one anna per pack-horse and four annas per cart for “dhoor urayi.” The duty on salt is 
five seers per cart-load, and two pice (Lohiya) per rupee’s worth of salt. The former is 
on account of “ dhoor urayi,” and the latter on account of the tax. The duty on honey is 
on the whole four annas per maund,” 
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6. The sub-divisional officer of Madhoobani in the Durbhunga district, 
writes:— 

u Persons carrying on trade between Nepal and British territory may be classified under 
three heads.— 

(1) Those who export into Nopal some of th© artiolos of this country, and import the 

produce of Nepal instead, as wholesale traders. 

(2) Those who export grain from Nepal. 

(3) Those who have sot up shops in the Terai, and export articles (such as spices, &o.) 

from this country, and return grain obtained in barter there. 

** The first class is composed of British as well as Nepalese subjects, but tho last two olassos 
consist solely of British subjoots. 

44 The last class being permanent residents of the Torai, carry on sales at their shops or at 
the Mts, and pay such duties for their sales at hftts and taxes for their shops as are levied 
upon all suoh traders ; they must therefore not bo taken into consideration. The imposts 
which the first two classes have to pay are (l)— 44 Khurclmpi” or 44 Dlmrurai,” (2) 44 Lag,” 
and (3) 44 Bayer.” 44 Khurchapi” literally means the tax paid for laying foot on Nepalese land; 
44 Dharurai” (which is only another name for 44 Khurohupi”), means a tax for jacking up the 
dust. This tax is levied upon all exports of grain from Nepal at the rate of 8 pice per cart and 
2 pioo per bullock, and is collected either through tlio villagers to whom it is lot in farm (tho 
amount of the tax being added to the amount of rovenue due from thorn), or direct by tho 
Durbar through the village patwari, chowkidars, or j>cons. Tlio only exception to the general 
rule of the imposition of this tax is in tho case of traders who export grain for tho 
greater part, of the year, and pay instead of the usual lax an annual foe of annas twelvo more 
or loss. 44 Lag” is a similar imposition, levied upon tho exporters of the grain at tho rate of 
2 pice per rupee, and tlio mode of its collection is the same as that of 44 Khurohapi/* but 
both these taxes are not levied in the same porgurmah ; for instance 44 Khurchapi” is leviod 
in pergunnah Pakoria, and 44 Lag” in pergunnak Jhamana. Tho difference in the principle 
of taxation is difficult to account for; it is perhaps due to tho difference in woights used in 
weighing out grain in the above pergunnalis. In pergunnah Pakoria (> seers make a pasari ; 
in Jhamana 8 seers. 

“ The third is 44 Sayor,” literally moaning a traveller ; tho tax is imposed upon travelling 
tradors. Tho term includes all the export and import duties lovied by the Durbar (the above 
taxes excepted), and is collected by eiiher farmers or Government officials. In the former 
case the “ Sayor” for each article, or sot of articles, is separately let in farm. 

44 Persons importing articles to Noj>al have to pay a tax 44 Sayor” if tlio sale is effected at 
private plaoes, or if they sell their articles at liftts, tho tax tlion lovied is termed ** bafcti,” which 
is leviod upon all persons effecting hliIos there; and all exports from Nepal, .which aro 
generally its indigenous productions, arc also taxed, two of the latos at which 4 * Saj-cr” i-i 
lovied are given below :—

44 Unauthorized faxes are not said to be commonly levied by tlio Nepalese, nor is there 
any route by which traders can oseajm payment of tho impost. 

44 No tax is lovied upon grain imported into Nepal.” 

7. The report of the sub-divisional officer of Soopole in tho Bhogulporo 
district shows that no imposts or duties other than u Batti ” and “ Chunge ” 
are levied in tho interior of the Sub-Tomi district of tho Nepal territory. 
The grain-sellers or cloth-merchants who carry on trade there, have to pay 
one or two pice a maund for grain, and a pice per rupee for cloth, &c., and 
the baniahs, who carry baskets containing grain or vegetables, have to pay 
a handful of tho contents. The Nepalese Government have no regular 
stations or toll-bars for such collections, which arc generally made by tho 
farmers, who have to pay a certain amount to the State within a stipulated 
time.

Tho sub-divisional officer of Arrareah in Purneah states that the traders are 
liable to import and export duties in Nepal at the rates specified in the annexed 
statements. The Nepal authorities have no fixed stations for levying these 
imposts. The right of collecting them is farmed out, and there is a farmer in 
each village, or group of two or more villages.

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9. The Deputy Commissioner of Darjeeling states that the information 
given in paragraph 26 of Chapter IV of the Report on the Internal Trade of 
Bengal for 1879-bO applios to tho past year, with the modifications that the 
duty realized by the Nepal Government on a sheep or goat has been raised 
to two annas and that on rice reduced to one anna. lie adds that tho Thibet 
road was closed to traffic during tho year by tho Thibetan authorities. 

10. The report from Julpigoree shows that there are no imposts levied 
either on the merchandize that passes from British territory into Bhutan, or 
on that from Bhutan into British territory. 

11. The only districts to which untaxed foreign salt was imported during 
import of untaxpd foroi^n *«it the year are Julpigoree and Darjeeling.
